No. 3156, dated 5lh October 1972.— An examination for 
admission to the Indian Military Academy (previously 
known as the Military Colleae) shall be held by the Union, 
Public Service Commission ai sucn piuces and on such oaiCS 
as may Jic specilkd in the Notice issued bv the Commission 
in ihis behalf. The number of die course and tne month of 
its commencement at the Academv and also the appioximaic 
number of vacancies to be offered for entry on the results of 
the examination will be specmed m the Nouce issued by 
the Commission. 

2. Admission to the Indian Military Academy will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducied bv 
the Union Public Service Commission, and an interview by 
a Services Selection Board. 

3. Candidates who have also applied for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy must excercise their final option before admis- 
sion lo the Indian Military Academy course. After admi.ssion. 
they will pot be considered for Special Entry in the Navy. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be. — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Bhu,an, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal, or 

fe) a person of Indian orijtin who has miurated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and East African countries of Kenya, 
Uaanda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tancanyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India.

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Union 
Public Service Commission.

16. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare 
a list 01 candidates who obtain the mmimum quautying 
marks in tUc wruicn cxami.,aiioii as hxed ny the t o mmi s- 
sion in their discretion, Siich candidates shall appear betore 
a Services Selection Board for luieiiigence aiid Persouahty 
Tests.

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of 
training for about two years. Candidates will be enrolled 
under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets’, Gentlemen 
cadets will be dealt with for ordinary disciplinarv purposes 
under the rules and reguUdipns of the Indian Military Aca- 
demy. Brief particulars of the training and terms and condi- 
tions of Se vices are given in Appendix III to the Notifleation. 

22. While the cost of training including accommodation, 
books, un'forms. boarding and med'cal treatment, will be 
borne bv Government candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves.

The value of one schoiaiSiJp is up to 
maximum of Rs. 500,00 per annum for ihe duration of a 
cadet's .stay at he Indian Mdrta y Academy subject lo the 
cadet maicmg satisfactory progress, The cadets who aic 
granted this scholraship will not be entitled to any other 
financial assistance from the Government, 

(2) COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholar- 
ship — This Scholarship i.s of the value of Rs. 360.00 per 
annum and is awa ded to an eligible MARAI'HA cadet who 
should be a son of cx-sciviceman. ihe scholarship is in 
addition, to any financial assistance from the Goveinment.

APPENDIX II 

Phyaical Standards for Admission to the Indian Military 
Academy 

To be passed fit for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will, however, bo ensured thati — 

(a) there is no evidence of weak conrtituion, imnerfect 
developments, serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

(i) A candidate with a rudimenta-y cervical rib 
detectable on physical examination is to be 
considered unfit, 

(ii) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib 
detected incidentally only on skiagram of the 
che't, when this is done, and tn whom there 
are no signs or symptoms referable to the 
c«“vical rib, may be considered fit. However, 
the defect is minor disability and is to be noted 
as such in the medical board proceedings, 

(c) there is no impediment of speech, 

(d) there is no malformation of the head deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the 
skull; 

(e) there is no impaired hearing discharge from or 
disease of eithe- ear, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes or signs of acute or chronic 
supnuraliye otitis media or eyidcnce of radical or 
mMified radical mastoid operation. 

Note : A soundly healed perforation without any impair- 
ment of the mobility of the drum and without im- 
pairment of hearing should not be a bar to accept- 
ance of a candidate fo- the Array. 

(f) there is no disease of bones or cartilages of the 
no.se or nasal polypus or disease of the na’-opharynx; 

Note ; A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of the 
nasal septum would not be a cause for outright 
rejection. But such cases will be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology for examination and opinion. 

tg) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 
parti of the body and that the thyroid gland is 
normal; 

N,B. — Scars of operations for the removal of tubirculosis 
glands are not a cause for '■election n-o^'tded ’hat 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing 5 years and the chest is cUnlcaUv and radio- 
Ipgicallv clear. 

(h) there is no disease of the throat palate, tonsils or 
gums or disease or any iniip-y affecting the normal 
function of cither mandibular lolnt; 

N.B.— Simple hvocrtrotjhy of the tonsils if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no si^n of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence nidmonarv tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abnormalitv of the liver and 
spleen; 


(1) there is no hernia or tendency thereto; 

Note (1) Inguinal hernia (unopcralcd) will be a cause for 
rejection. 

(2) Tliosc who have been operated for hernia may be 
declared medically lit provided : 

(i) One year has elapsed since operation. 
Doenmentarv proof to this effect to be 
produced by the candidates. 

(ii) General tone of the abdominal muscu- 
lature i.# good, 

(iii) There has been no recurrence of the 
hernia or complication thereto con- 
eermed with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or any 
other disease or defect of the genital organs. 

N.B. — (i) A candidate who has been operated for hydro- 
cele will bo accepted if there are no ahnonnulities 
of the cord and testicle and there is no evidence of 
filariasis. 

(ii) Undescended intra abdominal testicle, on one side 
should be no bar to acceptance provided the other 
testicle is no'mal and there is no untowai-d nhvsieal 
or psychologic.nl effect due to the undescended testi- 
cle, Undesoended testis retained in the inguinial 
canal or the external abdominal ring is. however, 
a bar to acceptance unless corrected hv opemtlon. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids: 

(o) there is no disea ,e of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glycosuria or Albuminuria will he rejected; 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temnorarv or 
trivial Scars, which by their extent or position cause 
or a''e likely to cause disability or marked disfigure- 
ment are a cause for rejection; 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital venereal 
disease; 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candid.ites sufferin’ from epilepsy, incontinuance of 
urine or enuresis will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye 
or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence; 

(t) there is rjo active trachoma or iti complications, 

N.B. — Remedial ope'ah'ons arc to be performed prior to 
eui.y. No guarantee is given of lll.imate accopt- 
{incc and it should be clearly understood by the 
candidates that the decision whether an operation is 
desirable or necessary is one to be made by their 
private medical adviser. The Government will 
accept no liability regarding the result of operation 
or any expense incurred,

(ii) It is not possible to lav down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The Qorrela- 
tioa tame is. ine,eio,e. ouiv a ..uiue and cannot be 
applied universally. A 10 per cent dcpariu e from 
the average weight given/ in the table is to be con- 
sidered as within normal limits. There (jiay never- 
theless be some individuals who according to the 
above standard may be overweight but from the 
general build of the body are fit in every respect. 
'I'he overweight in such cases may be due to heavy 
bones and muscular development and not to obesity.
